th at there will be any serious obstacles in ob­ 
taining for the pre-eminently im portant topic 
of Chinese immigration a disposition by the 
Chinese Government compatible w ith the 
just interests of the Pacific coast. 
Mr. Swift 
has also found the attitude and tem per of 
Secretary Evarts, in laying out the proposed 
actiou of the Commission, acutely observant 
of the serious present and prospective effects 
of unrestricted Mongolian immigration upon 
the social industries and other public in­ 
terests of the people of California as under­ 
stood by themselves, and he (Swift) has no 
doubt th at when the instructions are pre­ 
pared they will be such as will be entirely 
satisfactory to the best opinion of the judi­ 
cious people of the Pacific coast, and that if 
a satisfactory treaty is not made the fault 
will be with the Chinese Government and 
not with ours.

House. 
W a sh in g t o n, May 1st.—Scales, Chairman of the 
Committee on Indian Affairs, reported a bii! to ac­ 
cent and ratify the agreement submitted by the con­ 
federated Ute Indians for the sale of Slieir reserva­ 
tion in Colorado. 
Printed and recommitted. 
On motion id Price, the bill was passed providing 
that tile oath or affirmation verifying returns made 
by National Hanks may be taken before Notaries 
Public. 
Money of Mi fissippi offered a resolution author­ 
izing the Secretary of War to send 1,000 rations to 
Macon (Miss.) for the use of the sufferers rna !e des­ 
titute by the cyclone of April 25th, which was 
adopted. 
May 13th was set for the consideration of the bill 
to establish additional training schools for the In­ 
dian youth. 
Ccffroth, Chairman of the Committee on Invalid 
Pensions, reitorted a bill fixiug the salary of 
Commissioner of Pensions at 65,000. 
Referred to 
Committee of the Whole. 
Blackburn, from the committee, rejiorted the 
Postoffiee Appropriation bill. The bill recommends 
an appropriation of 633,000,000. 
Blackburn gave notice that he would call the bill 
up for consideration on Sionday next 
The House then went iuto committee on the bill 
amending the Interna! Revenue law. 
Knott offered an amendment that the section 
which requites a tax of 650 on each still manufac­ 
tured, shall not apply to distillers who manufacture 
for their own use wooden stills. Adopted 
Singleton sffered an amendment that the Act 
shall not au horize revenue officers to interfere and 
prevent the exercise of the right of an individual 
to manufacture fruits grown on his own land into 
such form for family use as he may desire, free 
from internal revenue tax. After debate the amend­ 
ment was rejected—60 to 84. 
The committee roBe and reported the bill. 
Butterworth said the bill looked to perfecting the 
Internal Revenue system, and had no more to do 
with the temperance question than with the Koran. 
He represented a district which paid one-fifth of all 
the revenue collected tit the United States, and he 
had carefully examined the pending measure. The 
Internal Revenue law was intended to collect a tax 
on manufactured articless, aud not on articles in 
process of manufacture. The whole course of legis­ 
lation had been to allow leaking until the law w as 
p:issed a few years ago, against which the'entire dis­ 
tillery interest had protes ed. Bourbon distillers 
l ad been discriminated against, and this bill merely 
did them justice. 
Conger opposed the bill, which was simply to give 
$200,000 to the whisky interest. 
Garfield here made a long, personal explanation 
regarding the statements Spread broadcast over the 
country by Rowell, the New York advertising 
agent, that he, as a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee, w as preventing cheap reading by 
failing to cast a deciding vote to admit wood-pulp 
free. 
He gave this as a specimen of the way 
opinions as to public toen are manufactured in the 
United States. 
He then showed that there was a 
minority of five in the Ways and Means Committee 
in favor of preventing the free admission of wood* 
pulp, and declared that the statement of Rowell 
was absolutely false, and that the country ought to 
know it, and the newspapers ought to stop repeating 
the falsehood. Answering Frost, he said he had 
been in favor of bringing this bill before the House, 
and that, although the duty on w-ood-pulp was 
already far below all other protected articles on the 
list tie wo M favor reducing it as low as it can he 
reduced without absolutely destroying and crippling 
American industries. 
Below that he would not go 
for any clao: or trom any part of the world. 
The discussion here closed, and a vote was taken 
on Conger’s amendment, making interest accrue at 
the rate of 5 per cent, in case of non-payment of 
the tax on distilled spirits, and it was rejected —101 
to 58. 
Adjourned.

D uring th e m onth of A pril our m erchan­ 
dise and produce exports by sea am ounted 
to $1,951,711, m aking a to tal since J a n ­ 
uary 1st of 810,972,731, against 39,299,864 
in th e sam e tim e last year. 
Since th e 1st of Jan u ary th e M int in th is 
city has coined 310,562,500, against $12,­ 
280,000 in th e same tim e jpst year. 
The 
falling off is $1,400,000 in standard dollars 
and $666,000 in double eagles. 
J . J . Greffos, Sr., an old and w ell-know n 
resident of San Rafael, and for m any years 
in th e employ of B arrett & Sherwood, jew ­ 
elers, of this city, yesterday afternoon 
com m itted suicide a t his residence. 
D uring th e m onth of A pril local incor­ 
porations declared dividends am ounting to 
$613,366 ; of this sum $130,000 was paid 
by banks, $119,160 by gas and w ater com ­ 
panies, and $279,000 by m ining companies, 
lit A pril, 1879, th e dividends am ounted to 
$733,666. 
O ur treasure shipm ents last m onth aggre­ 
gated $348,641, of w hich $153,206 w ent to 
N ew Y ork, and §144,712 to Hougkong. Of 
th e to tal S112,S97 was in gold coin. 
The 
total shipm ents since .January 1st have 
been $4,953,015, against $6,844,693 in the 
same tim e last year. 
D uring th e m onth of A pril 309,5S0 cen­ 
tals of w heat, valued a t $581,087, were 
exported from th is port. 
T his brings up 
th e total from Ju ly 1st to 10,099,650 cen­ 
tals, valued a t 819,374,814, against 9,154,­ 
569 centals, valued a t §15,664,639, for the 
same tim e last season. 
A m otion was m ade in th e Police C ourt 
yesterday to have the case of M. H . De 
Young, charged w ith having published in 
the Chronicle a libel concerning M ayor 
Kalloch, postponed for tw o weeks, on the 
ground of th e absence of defendant’s coun­ 
sel, who is out of th e county engaged in a 
m urder trial. 
Special counsel for th e pros­ 
ecution said th a t w hile w illing to extend 
every courtesy, he was opposed to so long 
a continuance. 
A fter some argum ent, it 
was agreed to by junior counsel represent­ 
ing the defendant th a t an exam ination 
would no t be w aived, b ut th a t th e case 
w ould be heard on its m erits on Tuesday, 
the U th instant.

th eir use, and those of th e higher classes 
are even more isolated here th an in C h in a ; 
a little more liberty is allowed them in the 
country, w here a portion of th e labor in 
th e fields falls to th eir share ; b u talth o u g b 
th ey can move about there som ew hat more 
a t th eir ease, th ey are still much m ore re­ 
stricted th an the female country population 
in China. 
In cities and sm all tow nships it 
is, however, considered a great offense 
against m odesty and custom w henever a 
women is m et in th e public streets in the 
daytim e, and th ey q u it th eir apartm ents 
scarcely ever during the day. 
To indem ­ 
nify 
them 
for 
th is 
strictly kept-up 
seclusion, 
th e 
follow ing 
rem arkable 
arrangem ent 
has been m ade. 
A t nine 
o'clock 
in 
th e 
evening 
during 
the 
sum m er, and a t an earlier hour in w inter 
tim e, th e city gates of Saoul and other 
tow ns are closed a t a given signal. 
As 
soon as th is has taken place all men are 
bound to leave th e streets, and those are 
abandoned to th e women for th e purposes 
of recreation and prom enading. A ny male, 
finding him self by accident belated and be­ 
hind th e appointed tim e in th e streets, is 
sure to h u rry to his honse as fast as pos­ 
sible w ith o u t looking up or regarding 
about him , and severe punishm ent would 
fall upon any person daring, in th e face of 
th e stringent prohibition, to m olest women 
in th e least. G ood-breeding dem ands from 
any m an (and th is is alw ays done) to cover 
his face w ith a fan as soon as he encounters 
ladies w alking during these hours, so th a t 
he m ay not be recognized, and to w alk 
over to th e other side of th e street, so as 
no t to d isturb and terrify them .

TARIFF 
REVISION. 


Congressman Tucker, Chairman of the 
sub-committee of the House W ays and 
M eans Committee, has prepared, and is 
about to submit to the full committee, a 
schedule of proposed tariff changes. 
The 
articles which it is proposed to put on the 
free list are wood-pulp, chrome iron-ore, 
rags, 
salt, 
trace-chains, 
halter-cliains, 
various manufactures of iron which enter 
into the composition of agricultural imple­ 
ments, books, periodicals, magazines, etc. 
Those on which it is proposed to reduce 
"the duty are paper, printing materials, bi­ 
chromate of potash, woolen and worsted 
goods, hats and straw goods. 
This would 
be a mere bagatelle so far as tariff reform 
goes, but it might be made the entering 
wedge for further reforms. 
The duty on 
paper ought to be removed entirely, though 
the placing of paper materials on the free 
list would have the effect of breaking the 
power of the paper ring eventually, and 
.d ie tin g the press of a considerable pro­ 
portion of its present burdens. 
We are, 
however, too familiar with Protectionist 
tactics to hope that such a schedule as 
Mr. 
Tucker 
proposes will be adopted 
easily. 
The Protectionists will fly to the 
support of the tariff at the first intimation 
of a proposal to modify it, and as they can 
produce precisely as good reasons for keep­ 
ing the duty on the two thousandth article 
as for laying it on the first one, it is scarce­ 
ly to be expected that any good will be 
effected during the present session. 
The 
tarifT on salt, paper, books, etc., is among 
the most objectionable of duties, and that 
on books operates almost exclusively as a 
hindrance to knowledge and a wanton rob­ 
bery of poor students, since the books 
which are imported or desired from abroad 
are in most cases such as would not be 
published in this country at all. 
The 
whole tariff, however, is a mass of wrongs 
and imbecilities, the toleration of which for 
so long a time will some day be regarded as 
a proof of the low state of American civil­ 
ization in the present era.

THE 
ANTI-TEIRD-TERM 
CONVENTION. 


According to our dispatches Senators 
Conkhng and Cameron express themselves 
as confident th at G rant will be nominated 
for President on the first ballot. 
W e are 
not at all surprised that Senators Conk- 
ling and Cameron should so declare them ­ 
selves, but we confess to some astonish­ 
m ent that anyone should have thought of 
asking their opinion on a m atter concerning 
which they arc so thoroughly and notori­ 
ously committed. 
I t is in facta good deal 
like appealing to a man who is eDgaged in 
lobbying for a bill, for a candid opinion 
as to its merits. 
Senators Cameron and 
Conkling 
are 
using 
all 
their 
en­ 
deavors 
to 
secure 
the 
nomination 
of 
Grant. 
They 
have 
undertaken 
to deliver the votes of their respective 
States for him in the Convention. 
They 
knew th at the very existence of the 
“ m achine” depends upon the success of 
their programme, 
and th at their own 
power can only be sustained by fortifying 
the “ machine.” 
They m ust therefore, 
and doubtless they will, express the u t­ 
most confidence in the success of the un­ 
dertaking, to the very last. 
They are the 
very last men in the United States to give 
unprejudiced or trustworthy opinions on 
the situation. 
If they believed that their 
’ '*3ause was hopeless they would still con­ 
sider themselves bound to assert the oppo­ 
site. 
It is therefore hardly worth while 
to collect their views upon the prospect, 
and to disseminate them as news of any 
significance. 


THE 
CARSON 
MINT. 


The reply of Director Burchard, of the 
Carson Mint, to Congressman Daggett’s 
inquiries concerning the proposed abolition 
of 
that 
establishment, is sufficiently 
pointed and direct. 
He asserts that it has 
been impossible to secure silver enough to 
keep the Mint running, and that conse­ 
quently there has been unavoidable extrav­ 
agance in its operation. 
Mr. Daggett has 
not shown how this difficulty can be over­ 
come, and until it is overcome the reasons 
for abolishing the Mint at Carson are likely 
to seem very strong to the general public. 
A Mint which cannot procure material 
upon which to work is certainly out of 
place in a region where .such a dearth ex­ 
ists, and however desirable it may be to 
keep such an institution at band, it is ob­ 
vious that some utilitarian considerations 
must be taken into account. Mr. Burchard 
dees not appear to think that it is worth 
while to keep the Carson Mint in operation 
under existing circumstances, and the ar­ 
guments is support of this position ad­ 
duced by him are not easily answered. 


On Thursday next, the 0th instant, a 
Convention of a peculiar character will be 
held at St. Louis. 
I t has been spoken of 
as an A nti-third-term Convention, and as 
such it will perhaps be generally regarded. 
It is, however, far broader in its scope than 
that name implies, and it is possible th at it 
may mark a turning-point in American poli­ 
tics. I t has been called by a number of men 
who find it no longer possible to endure 
the tyranny and the abuses of machine 
party government. 
They are not only op­ 
posed to the third-term proposition, but 
to the prostitution of party machinery for 
the furtherance of the ambitions of a few 
managers, and to the virtual disfranchise­ 
ment of the great body of the Republican 
party. 
They are Republicans from convic­ 
tion and upon principle. 
They desire the 
success of th e Republican party in the 
coining Presidential election. 
But they 
are determ ined th a t the growing dis­ 
position 
of 
party managers 
to deal 
with 
the 
organization 
as though 
it 
were their personal property, and w ithout 
regard to the views and wishes of the 
rank and file, shall be resisted strenuously, 
and th at a solemn protest shall be entered 
against the renomination of General Grant. 
The necessity of positive action in defense 
of political independence has been made 
clear to them now by past experience. 
They have observed th at the managers of 
the machine care uething for mere pro­ 
testations and remonstrances, because they 
have learned to believe th at when the 
time comes the dissatisfied element will go 
to the polls and vote the regular ticket, as 
the least of two evils. 
H itherto all a t­ 
tem pts to break the power of the machine 
have collapsed in this way, and the pro­ 
jectors of the St. Louis Convention have 
become convinced th at other and more 
significant measures are needed. 
They 
therefore propose not merely to record 
their protest against the third-term move­ 
ment, 
but 
to 
erect 
an 
organization, 
all 
the 
members 
of 
which 
shall 
pledge 
themselves 
not 
to 
vote for 
the machine ticket, if th at ticket is suc­ 
cessful at Chicago. 
Their purpose in hold­ 
ing this Convention so far in advance of 
the National Republican Convention is to 
prepare an exhibit calculated to impress 
the G rant managers with the danger of 
defying the independent Republicans. 
Of 
course the success of such an experiment 
must be doubtful, for it is in the main a 
new idea, and it has been acted upon some­ 
w hat tardily. 
Much will depend upon the 
personal character of the delegates. 
They 
are expected to come from nearly every 
State and Territory. 
New York 
and 
Pennsylvania will be largely represented, 
and also Massachusetts. 
Some very well 
known and deservedly esteemed members 
of the party will be present, and the indi­ 
cations are th at the assemblage will be 
strong intellectually, and will be seen to 
stand 
for a very 
influential 
element 
throughout the country. 


A considerable German representation is 
looked for, but the Convention will be in 
the main native American. 
It will be 
particularly significant 
as 
representing 
those who have at last resolved to make a 
determined and persistent stand against 
Grantism and all th at the term implies, 
and who are prepared to declare, in ad­ 
vance of the meeting of the National 
Convention, th a t if G rant is nominated 
there they will not vote for him. 
Nor do 
they intend to make any reservation, as 
in regard to the contingency of Tilden’s 
nomination by the Democrats. 
They say 
th at whatever »betides 
they 
will 
not 
vote for Grant, and they w ant the party 
managers to know this, and to understand 
previously w hat losses they are inviting by 
urging the nomination of th at candidate. 
It remains to be seen how far this opposi­ 
tion movement is supported throughout 
the country, and upon the showing it is 
able to make next Thursday its signifi­ 
cance must of course depend. 
But it is 
evident th at if the relative strength of the 
two national parties is to-day anything 
like w hat it was at the last Presidential 
election, the Republican party cannot af­ 
ford to encourage any considerable seces­ 
sion from its ranks, and th at to do so 
must be to entail almost certain defeat. 
Of one thing there seems to be no doubt, 
and th a t is the complete earnestness of the 
independent Republicans who are about 
to meet at St. Louis. 
They say that they 
will not be turned from their purpose by 
any representations of the dreadful conse­ 
quences to follow a Democratic victory. 
They assert th at a Democratic victory 
would be less harm ful to the country than 
a Republican victory due to machine tac­ 
tics, and in no true sense representing the 
wishes of the Republican masses. 
They 
say that the experience of the past proves 
the futility of all other methods of protest 
than the one they are now about to em­ 
ploy, and th at the political sense of the 
party managers can only be touched by 
making it plain th at the ticket they are 
striving to force upon the party will not 
obtain the support of th at party as a 
whole. 
It is obvious th at such an experi­ 
ment must be watched with deep interest 
by all who disapprove of the policy which 
the machine men have adopted, and that 
if the St. Louis Convention is able to make 
a formidable showing it is likely to work a 
strong reactionary influence upon independ­ 
ent voters everywhere, apart from the 
effect it may produce upon the G rant man­ 
agers at Chicago. 


THE “ ARGONAUT” MAKES A MISTAKE. 


The Argonaut of last Saturday, in dis­ 
cussing the late murder of Charles De 
Young, makes the following remarks : 
“ The Sacramento R e c o rd -U n io n , usually 
“ deliberate aud usually expressing opin- 
“ ioas entitled to consideration, and pre- 
“ sumably beyond the influence of business 
“ rivalry, says ‘it is quite impossible to re- 
“ gard this case as an ordinary murder 
“ would be regarded.’ 
W e commend this 
“ journal to a review of its past writings, 
“ and ask it, as it values its reputation as 
“ one that lays down rules for the conduct 
“ of men in their relations in life, to an- 
“ swer upon what theory it takes this case 
“ out of that of the most vulgar crime.” 
The Argonaut further says that this jour­ 
nal “ assumes the fact” that Charles De 
Young had caused the pamphlet about 
Kailoch to be distributed, and charges that 
we “ build an argument upon it that justi­ 
c e s the murder.” 
In answer to all this 
we will say that the words of the R e c o rp - 


U n io n first 
quoted 
by 
the Argonaut 
had 
no 
reference 
to 
the 
vulgarity 
of the crime, nor do we think the 
article 
in 
which 
it appeared 
could 
be construed as justifying the murder. 
That it was not an ordinary murder appears 
to us to be sufficiently demonstrated by 
the 
fact that 
it was 
committed 
by 
a man whose father the victim had pre­ 
viously attempted to assassinate. 
That it 
was not in the nature of a blood feud is far 
more easily asserted than pioved. 
As re­ 
gards the pamphlet we have at no time 
asserted, or sought to convey by indirec­ 
tion, a belief that Charles De Young put 
it in circulation. 
In the article which the 


Argonaut cites we merely observed th at 
common report attributed the murder to 
Kailoch’s belief that De Young had circu­ 
lated the pamphlet, but at the same time 
we pointed out th at Kailoch himself had 
refused tq make any statem ent in the 
premises. 
The Argonaut, and many other 
journals, appear to us to have made a se­ 
rious mistake in assuming that young Kal- 
loch shot De Young on account of the 
pamphlet. 
Certainly no evidence in sup­ 
port of th at theory has been produced, 
ami until the defendant speaks it is both 
unfair and 
in bad taste 
to 
discuss 
his probable defense. 
For the 
rest, 
we are conscious of no such fadure in our 
duty to the public as is involved in the 
Argonaut’* charge th at “ we built up an 
“ argument th at justifies the m urder.” 
We do not believe th at murder can be 
justified, though in this we differ from a 
good many California juries. 
W e believe 
th at murderers ought to be hanged always, 
and th at their conviction and execution 
should follow' their crimes as swiftly as 
possible. 
W e believe in putting down 
assassination by the gallows, and that 
w ithout respect of persons. 
B ut when a 
man resorts to assassination himself, and 
then falls by the methods he has employed, 
we consider it a mere truism to say that 
this is not an ordinary murder. 
W e have, 
however, never intim ated that the peculi­ 
arity of the case mitigated the guilt of 
the murderer. 
W e have not entered upon 
th at question, being desirous of avoiding, 
as much as possible, th at “ trial by news­ 
p a p e r ” which is so strong a temptation 
to journalists, but which produces such 
bad effects upon public opinion.

’Longshoremen at Stockton are on a 
strike. 
The measles have become prevalent in 
Truekee. 
Several cases are reported. 
T rout fishing in the several good streams 
convenient to Healdsburg is now a popular 
pastime. 
The leading business houses of Bodie 
have concluded to close their business on 
Sundays. 
Since January 1, 18S0, sixty-four new 
houses have been erected in Oakland, val­ 
ued at §161,700. 
The Census Bureau at W ashington esti­ 
mates the population of Solano county at 
18,500, against 15,871 in 1S70. 
Noxious gases in a we'l caused the death 
of M. Comadauose in E lliott township, 
San Joaquin county, Thursday. 
Last year there were driven into Nevada 
from Eastern Oregon over 200,000 head of 
cattle. 
Over 140,000 crossed in one place. 
The attem pted assassination of Mrs. 
Paul at Mountain \ iew, Santa Clara coun­ 
ty, still batHes the skill of the detectives. 
Maine Prairie is the Venice of Solano 
county. 
Horses are now living in the sec­ 
ond stories of buildings there, owing to the 
flood. 
About the 10th or 15th of May the 
South Pacific Coast narrow-gauge road will 
issue its time table for through trips to 
Santa Cruz. 
Arrangements are being made for a 
grand reunion of the Missourians of Sac 
Joaquin county and the people in general, 
a t Lodi on May 21st. 
Over forty persons have signed the roll 
pledging themselves to assist in the organ­ 
ization of a Good Templars’ Lodge at 
Suisun. 


Owing to the warm, bright days, quite a 
number of people at Truekee have been 
afflicted with snow-blinduess since the 
w eather cleared off. 
Carson people are complaining of the 
great reduction of the population conse­ 
quent on the immigration of so many to 
the southern part of Nevada. 
A monster tarantula, jum ping arouud in 
a glass jar, created a sensation about the 
Court-house iu Oakland Friday, when ex­ 
hibited by a gentleman, who caught it uear 
Niles. 
Bodie is crowded with idle and destitute 
men. 
The miners recently discharged from 
the Comstock mines have many of them 
gone to Bodie and Candelaria, where the 
labor m arket was already overstocked. 
The Carson Times says : 
“ This is by no 
means the severest w inter known in the 
mountains. 
In 1S67 the snow between 
Cisco and Truekee was 150 feet deep, and 
the telegraph poles were covered along the 
route for miles.” 
There is a funny report from Tiajuana to 
the effect that the business of the re-estab­ 
lished Mexican 
Custoin-house 
is being 
carried on on the American side of the 
line, owing to the lack of building facilities 
on the Mexican side. 
Arizona seems to be a favorite field for 
newspaper enterprises. 
For years there 
were but three (for a long time only two) 
newspapers in the Territory. 
Now there 
are twelve, several of them daily ; and two 
more are just being started. 
The Grass Valley Union remarks that 
nature is doing its best for California, and 
if it fails in prosperity it will be through 
the laches of the people themselves in 
bringing about a coudition of things that 
has driven much capital and business en­ 
terprise from the State. 
W ithin the past few weeks three of the 
National Gold Banks of Calitornia have 
surrendered their gold notes and adopted 
currency notes. 
The capital of the banks 
making the change is §700,000. 
Instead 
of §500,000 in notes for circulation they 
will hereafter have §70.’?,000. 
The Coroner’s jury th at considered the 
cause of the death of the boy Goodfellow, 
who several days ago died at Oaklaud from 
injuries received while stealing a ride on 
the Central Pacific cars, last evening found 
th at it was the result of an accident, and 
th at no blame was attached to the Central 
Pacific Railroad. 
The Santa Cruz Sentinel is responsible 
for the following : 
“ One of the incidents 
in connection with the high state of w ater 
of the San Lorenzo during the storm was 
th at a cotton-tail rabbit was seen to come 
down the stream, quietly sitting on a log. 
The report went from mouth to mouth, and 
by night the report got around th at two 
horses and a buggy had sailed out to sea, 
whereas it was only a rabbit.” 
y 
On Wednesday, April 28th, the remains 
of a man were found on the ranch of Ad- 
dick Meentzen, Bald Mountain, uear So­ 
nora. 
From the clothing it was identified 
as the body of Thomas Taylor, a native of 
England, aged about 33 years. 
Under the 
clothing the body was decomposed, and 
where exposed nothing was left bat the 
bones. The skull had rolled down the hill, 
and the lower jaw was about two feet from 
the head, probably removed by animals. 


A F l o u r i s h i n g M in in g T o w n .—A cor. 
respondent of the R e c o rd U n io n , writing 
from Tombstone, Arizona, says : 
We now 
have a full-fledged, flourishing 
mining 
town and embryo city. 
The population is 
now, of permanent residents, perhaps not 
more than 1,000, but 2,000 people are daily 
and nightly within our limits. 
Improve­ 
ment is going on rapidly. 
No less than 
forty brick buildings for business houses 
are now in process of erection. 
New 
stores and other business houses are estab­ 
lished daily, and everybody are bringing 
hither their families for permanent resi­ 
dence. 
The railroad is now delivering 
freight and passengers at Cienega station, 
twenty-five miles east of Tucson and 
forty-eight miles west of here, and inside 
of thirty days will have their terminus on 
the San Pedro river, only twenty miles 
distant. 
In fact we are having a regalar 
“ boom,” aud everything is being done on 
the “ whoop-em-up” style. 
Your readers 
may think I am coloring things too highly, 
but not so. 
Every new-comer expresses 
himself as the Queen of Sheba did apon 
beholding the magnificence of King Solo­ 
mon’s outfit—and they did tell big stories 
in “ those days,” equal to a hungry miner 
telling his prospects. 


The servant girls of the East are on a 
boom. 
Wages have advanced, and still 
greater demands are made. 
Girls who got

THE 
MOST 
INGENIOUS 
SUICIDE 
ON 
RECORD. 


The telegram s to the 
R e c o rd - U n io n 
have already given some account of the 
singular suicide A pril 19th, at Chelsa, 
Mass., of Stephen M. Pillsbury, Jr., who 
comes of a family afflicted with hereditary 
insanity. 
He accomplished his death by 
a cunuiDgly-constructed machine, greatly 
resembling a guillotine, which, for w ant of 
a better term, may so be called. 
The sui­ 
cide had evidently consumed many months 
in its construction, and always w ith the 
one thought ok death. 
I t consists of two 
upright pieces of joist, which were affixed 
at the bottom of the floor of the barn and 
at the top of the beams overhead, thus in­ 
suring its being steady. 
Nailed across the 
bottom was a board, in which was cut a 
groove just large enough to adm it the 
maker’s neck. 
Across the top of this 
groove was a strap, which, when in place 
over his neck, would hold it there in spite 
of any struggles he might make. 
The ax 
with which he ended his life was affixed to 
a piece of w’ood, sliding up aud down in a 
groove, and held in place about six feet 
above his neck by a lever, to the other end 
of which was attached by a string a water- 
pot full of water. 
This watering-pot was 
perforated with littls holes, through which 
the Xvater slowly dripped drop by d ro p ; 
so th at when sufficient w ater had leaked 
to overcome the leverage the ax would 
fall with terribie force, for on top of the 
ax were two large boxes filled witli stones. 
Thus had the ingenious youth prepared 
the 
instrum ent 
for 
his 
self-destruc­ 
tion. 
In 
front 
of 
this 
machine, 
and just in reach of a 
man’s mouth 
and 
nostrils, 
was 
placed 
a 
piece 
of hard pine, dug mit and the cavity tilled 
with about two pounds of ether. 
It seems 
th at he entered the barn Saturday after­ 
noon and locked it on the inside, and then 
proceeded to erect his previously con­ 
structed guillotine. 
He then reached out 
of the window and hung the key outside. 
He thsn wrote a letter and placed it a few 
feet from the instrum ent. 
H e then placed 
some hay on the floor on which to lie. 
Placing his neck face down in the groove 
made to receive it, he reached his hand 
around on the back of his neck, calmly 
fixed the strap in place, placed his mouth 
aud nostrils over the ether so he could not 
inhale any pure air, and to further insure 
his not moving out of place by anj move­ 
m ent of his while unconscious, and there­ 
fore not breathing the fumes of the ether, 
he placed two large boxes of stone, one on 
each side of the trough of ether, thus hold­ 
ing the drug and also his head in place. 
Then, placing his hands on the lappels of 
his coat, he calmly awaited the dripping of 
the w ater from the pot, every drop of 
which brought him so much nearer that 
end, to reach which he had labored so long 
and so earnestly. 
An easier death ccnld 
not have been more readily devised, as 
he m ust have been under the influence of 
the drug at the time the ax fell and relieved 
him from all future worldly cares, bu t it 
must have taken great fortitude to thus 
calmly contemplate his death for so long a 
time as was necessary to complete the con­ 
struction of this machine. 


THE KALLOCH-DE YOUNG AFFAIR. 


Statem ent of a Nevada County Man Who 
£aw the Shooting. 
[Nevada Transcript, April 30th.] 
A well-known Nevada county inan, who 
was in San Francisco at the time of the 
tragedy, and was a witness of the scene, 
gives us some particulars not yet published 
concerning the encounter. 
He, says: 
“ I 
was standing at the corner of the Chronicle 
building awaiting M r. 
, of this county, 
who promised to meet me there and go with 
me to the theater. 
Just then I heard two 
shots almost simultaneously. 
Rushing to 
the window I saw De Young a few feet 
from a man who just then fired a shot 
towards him. 
De Young backed towards 
the counter, and the man followed up still 
shooting. 
In a few moments the man 
rushed out and was seized by an officer. I 
went in and found DeYoung lying dead 
on the floor. His overcoat was unbuttoned, 
and at his hip hung one of the finest bowie 
knives I have ever beheld. 
If he had any 
pistol it mnst have been taken away before 
I entered. 
De Young’s part in the affair 
seemed to me to be cowardly. 
He might 
have readily jumped on his assailant who 
is rather a smallish man ; but instead he 
crouched and Blunk around, trying to get 
away, and yet apparently crazed with 
terror. 
The man who assailed him (Kal- 
loch) seemed throughout the scene to be 
perfectly cool ; so cool that I thought him 
to be a mad man. 
No sane man coaid do 
what he did in such a cool and collected 
manner. 
He d:d not move a muscle or 
show the slightest emotion or realization of 
his bloody work. 
I don’t think the two 
first shots could have been fired from the 
same pistol, not even from a self-cocker,” 


WORDS FOR THE OCCASION. 


When, less than a fortnight ago, the waters 
were booming in the river, a levee on the 
Yolo side, somewhere within a thousand 
miles of Washington, was threatened. The 
current was eating out its water-side. 
If 
long neglected it must give way. 
A Sacra­ 
mento gentleman who is skilled in building 
and protecting embankments went over one 
morning to view the situation. 
Along the 
levee near the threatened crevasse stood sixty 
or seventy people, most of them directly in­ 
terested in the preservation of the levee. 
It 
was raining, and nearly all had their umbrel­ 
las spread. 
When the visitor arrived they 
pointed out the damage being done, and 
asked, “ W hat shall we do ? ” 
“ Do you really want to know what I think 
you ought to do ? ” 
“ Yes.” 
“ Well, I should say the first thing to do 
would he to go home, leave your umbrellas 
and come back with your spades.” 
“ W hat then ? ” 
“ Why, till sacks with earth and pack ’em 
in here ; that’s what.” 
“ Why, where can we get any dirt ? ” 
“ Get it? Great Brahma ! Why, go down 
on these lands and dig it up.” 
“ But the owners won’t let us dig up the 
earth.” 
“ The devil they won’t.” 
“ No, sir.” 
“ Well, then, just hold them ; tie them 
up—chain ’em u p ; yes, by thunder, chain 
’em lip until you get the dirt dug to save 
their property and lives.” 
“ Well, we haven’t any sacks; where can 
we get sacks?” 
“ Why, there’s thousands to be had ; plenty 
of sacks for sale, if you look for them.” 
“ All right. 
Can you tell us where we can 
get any wheelbarrows ? ” 
“ Wheelbarrows! W hat for?” 
“ To wheel the dirt in.” 
“ Wheel the dirt ? W ell; I ’m 
. 
The 
way to wheelit, is to fill the sacks right down 
there and pack ’em up on your backs.” And 
by that kind of talk a little energy was 
awakened, some real workers soon after 
arrived, and the levee was saved. 
But it is by 
no means as secure over there as it should be, 
and competent judges declare that it needs a 
good deal more of work done on it at once.

Affair* a t tlic N atio n al C a p ita l. 
W a s h in g to n , May 1st.—Representative 
Horace llavis to-day presented the memori­ 
als of the San Francisco Chamber of Com­ 
merce, praying that the defenses of that har­ 
bor be armed with from forty to fifty modern, 
heavy rifled guns, and that at least two tur- 
reted ironclads be maintained there ; that the 
size of mail ships to be subsidized by the 
Postmaster-General be not prescribed by law, 
except in regard to vessels plying between 
the United States and Europe, Asia and Af­ 
rica, and protesting against the proposed dis­ 
continuance of Wells, Fargo & Co. ’s letter- 
carrying service. Davis and Berry both 
presented the resolution of the California 
Legislature on behalf of the continuance of 
the Express Company’s letter service; also, 
the legislative resolution asking Congres­ 
sional protection f..r settlers on Government 
lands claimed by the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road in tüe Mussel Slough District, Tulare 
county. 
Representative Daggett to-day [.resented a 
memorial very numerously signed by the citi­ 
zens of White Pine county, Nevada, vigor­ 
ously protesting against the passage of the 
Public Land Commissi >n Mining hill. 
They 
argue that the enactment of the section 
which proposes to confine ledge-owners to 
vertical boundary planes would work irrepar­ 
able inj iry to every branch wf mining indus­ 
try, drive capital out of the State, iucite 
frauds and blackmail suits and paralyze the 
energies of all industrious citizens. They fur­ 
ther represent that the enactment of this 
bill’s requirements, in regard to the maimer 
of locating mining claims and acquiring title, 
would practically put an end to explorations 
for minerals in new fields, destroy all hopes 
of new discoveries, aud eventually turn our 
now prosperous State into what it Was pre­ 
vious to the discovery of the Comstock lode— 
a desolate waste, inhabited only by a few 
miserable Indians and the still more miser­ 
able coyote. 
In conclusion, they say : V The 
present law is ample for the protection of all 
interests, and as it bears with equal justice 
upon rich and poor, we are opposed to any 
change whatever,” 
The Secretary of the Treasury to-day sent 
to the House of Representatives, with his ap­ 
proval, a letter from the Light-house Board, 
recommending that, in addition to the §3,000 
heretofore requested, to provide for rebuild­ 
ing Point Conception light-house, an appro­ 
priation of $80,000 be granted for the purpose 
of securing title to the site and the necessary 
right of way. 
It appears that the Govern­ 
ment reservation of 160 acres from the area 
of Carillo’s Mexican grant in this vicinity 
has been pronounced invalid by the Courts 
and Interior Department, and although efforts 
have been made by the Government to pur­ 
chase thirty acres from Carillo, his demands 
are considered so 
extortionate that con­ 
demnation proceedings are advised, and an 
estimate of §10,000 is submitted as the prob 
able amount required to meet the award, 
attorneys’ fees and costs. 
Tee annual post route bill has at length 
passed both Houses aud gone to the President. 
As finally amended it created the following

St. L o u is, May 1st.—Matters pertaining 
to the Anti-Third-Term Convention, to be 
held here on May 6th, are taking definite 
sha[>e.

Ail E n glM i N ew sp ap er A tlark s G ladstone 
an d th e M onroe D octrin e. 
L o n d o n , May 1st.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
:ettc's leader, which may be regarded as edi­ 
tor Greenwood’s valedictory, is a bitter pro­ 
test against the political immorality which 
seeks to quiet apprehensions regarding the 
new Government’s foreign policy by assur­ 
ances that it will not differ materially from 
that of its predecessor. 
In an article headed, 
“ A First Suub,” the Gazette says: “ I t is 
somewhat significant that the advent of the 
Liberal party to [lower should have been 
seized upon by the American people as an oc­ 
casion on which they might offer with im­ 
punity a slight to England. 
It was under 
Gladstone’s first administration that Russia 
committed a gross breach of international 
faith by denouncing the treaty of 1850. The 
President of the United States has now been 
solicited by Congress to commit another and 
even more cynical breach of faith than that. 
I t is true that the recommendations of the 
Committees on Foreign Affairs of the Senate 
and House of Representatives need not of 
necessity he acted on bv the Executive, but 
when it is remembered that one Chamber is 
governed by the Democratic party, and the 
other by the Republican majority (sic.) and, 
further, that the presidential election is 
at hand, there can be little doubt that 
either President Hayes or his successor 
will he ordered to withdraw from engage­ 
ments imposed on his 
Government by 
the Bulwer-Clayton Convention. 
The re­ 
newal of the Monroe doctrine in its most 
extravagant sense is too good a cry to he dis­ 
carded by the managers of either party. Eng­ 
land's duty to her colonies requires that she 
should assert their rights in this matter. 
France, Spain and Holland and all the 
American Powers can scarcely accept the 
proclamation of Yankee sovereignty over the 
whole Western hemisphere. 
Brazil 
and 
Chile are not likely to submit to it. Power­ 
ful as is the North American Union, it is not 
so strong as to be able to defy the public 
opinion of the world, which would assuredly, 
in such a question as this, be on the side of 
the nation which took its stand on legality. 
Even the most zealous advocate of [leace at 
any price must be anxious to uphold the bind­ 
ing nature of treaties voluntarily concluded 
between friendly States, and therefore it must 
be hoped that Gladstone, Lord Granville and 
Mr. Bright will not be frightened by Yankee 
bluster into any cession of British rights, so 
wisely stipulated for by Lord Palmerston 
thirty years ago. 
They will be less able to 
do so if public opinion keeps a close watch on 
this affair, and having understood whose in­ 
terests are involved in the execution of the 
Bulwer-Clayton treaty, determine that this 
convention shall not be set aside for the mere 
P 
urpose of making things pleasant with the 
Ini ted States.
